The test i» not in how much sup- 


ervision the individual gets; It Is In 
how much his work needs. The less 
the supervision really needed, the 
greater the value up to the maximum 
of values for this particular kind of 
work which is always more or less 
regulated by the law of supply and 
demand. 


The greater the supervision need- 


ed, the less the value. If the need 
of supervision becomes too great and 
the individual will not correct the 
cause of his need of supervision, 
value is reduced to zero. 


If one could reduce his need of 


supervision to zero then in that event 
his value would be at its highest 
possible point. 


Anyone who has to be continually 


told to do things needs supervision. 
So does he, who, when he does 
things, does them In such a way that 
his work needs checking and watch- 
ing 


There la a big difference between 


need of supervision and need of di- 
rection. 
Commerce and industry 


will always need the directing power 
of management. A business without 
those in authority to give direction 
would soon be like an army without 
officers; It would soon become a mob 
and a mess. 


The individual who will not take 


directions and carry them out needs 
a lot of supervision and is heading 
himself for the goal of failure in- 
stead of the goal of making good.
